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HAPPY  NEW  YEAR! 

THE  NJNJ  RETURNS 

In  the  winter  of  1975  a  dedicated 
group  of  New  Jersey  collectors 
took  a  remarkable  and  somewhat 
risky  step.  They  organized  the 
Garden  State  Numismatic 
Association,  and  began 

publishing  a  Journal:  the  New 
Jersey  Numismatic  Journal.  The 
first  editor  of  the  NJNJ,  former 
editor  of  Numismatic  News  and 
now  editor  of  CoinAge 

magazine,  Ed  Reiter,  wrote  this 

in  the  first  issue  of  the  journal: 

"The  publication  you  have  in  your  hands  ...  is  bait,  to  be  perfectly  frank.  We're  hoping 
that  after  you  read  this,  you'll  be  "hooked  on  the  advantages  of  the  Garden  State 
Numismatic  Association..  .  .  We  think  we  have  the  makings  of  a  great  association,  and  a 
pretty  good  journal,  too.  Neither  can  be  very  good  for  very'  long,  though,  unless  a  lot 
more  people  join  us  in  making  them  work." 

The  idea  for  establishing  a  regional  council  for  "all  the  coin  clubs 
in  Central  Jersey"  had  been  originated  by  Charles  E.  Fifield,  who 
founded  the  Ocean  County  Coin  Club  in  1970.  Fifield.  a  career

Navy  man,  had  been  reassigned  to  Alaska,  when  William  H. 
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Since  our  present  GSNA  Board  was  installed  in  December  of 
1993,  it  has  accomplished  a  number  of  important  things. 
First,  it  reestablished  our  State  Numismatic  Association  as  a 
major  regional  organization  at  a  time  when  the  economy  was 
soft  and  disposable  income  was  even  softer;  this  during  a 
period  when  commercial  shows  were  expanding  to  fill  in  the 
void  left  by  declining  regional  shows  in  New  York  and 
Philadelphia  as  well  as  our  state.  Second,  the  new  Board 
reinstituted  the  GSNA  Newsletter/  N.J.  Numismatic  Journal. 
We  produce  not  one  or  two  issues  a  year,  but  five.  Even 
during  the  glory  days  of  the  1980’s,  the  prestigious  glossy 
paged  8X11  sized  journal  was  published  no  more  than  four  times  annually.  During 
those  years,  advertising  space  consumed  almost  three-quarters  of  the  journal  which 
left  little  room  for  articles  of  numismatic  interest.  Since  our  first  issue  in  1994,  the 
newsletter  has  published  at  least  one  major  article;  sometimes  two  or  three  in  every 
issue. 

(Please  note  Harry  Garrison's  piece  on  Canadian  Large  Cents  which  appears  on  pages  8  &  9. 
In  additional  to  a  full  time  job;  also  General  Show  Chairman  for  this  year's  Convention,  Harry 
has  had  time  to  write  on  one  of  his  favorite  topics.) 

Third,  in  1994,  the  GSNA  sponsored  its  first  four  day  convention  in  more  than 
seven  years  at  a  new  site  with  less  than  seven  months  to  spare,  coming  as  it  were,  on 
the  heels  of  no  convention  the  previous  year.  Despite  the  fact  that  we  spent  more 
money  than  we  took  in.  our  purpose  was  to  invest  in  the  future  of  New  Jersey's  coin, 
paper  money  and  token  and  medal  collectors;  to  confirm  that  the  GSNA  was  still 
very  much  "alive"  (not  that  it  ever  ceased  to  exist),  and  to  continue  the  good  works 
that  our  founding  members  started  back  in  1975.  Fourth,  we  have  expanded  the 
number  of  County/  Club  Representatives  who  form  a  liaison  between  the  GSNA 
Board  and  your  club. 

The  lead  story  in  this  issue  of  the  N.J.  Numismatic  Journal  (See  cover)  aptly  goes 
into  some  of  the  foregoing  in  more  depth  than  space  permits  here.  Chris  Connell  has 
done  a  superb  job  as  editor,  producing  a  fully  professional  bulletin  at  a  nominal  cost. 
Those  local  clubs  that  have  sent  in  their  Minutes  or  have  highlighted  their  upcoming 
Shows  and  such,  will  find  a  synopsis  printed  on  page  10.  Ray  Williams.  2nd  Y.P.  in 
charge  of  Education,  has  codified  the  list  of  slide-sets  and  videos  and  is  updating 
the  Speakers'  list  for  GSNA  member  clubs  to  select  for  future  meetings.

Horton  and  Charles  H.  Morrison  refined  Fifield's  vision  into  one  of 
a  State-wide  organization.  Horton  and  Morrison  recruited  a 
committee  from  their  Monmouth  Coin  Club  and  Ocean  County 
Coin  Club.  This  committee  met  to  plan  a  testimonial  dinner  for 
New  Jersey  numismatist  Val  Pasvolsky  and  the  "kickoff'  of  the 
GSNA.  Ed  Reiter  was  asked  to  edit  a  Journal,  and  the  NJNJ 
appeared  for  the  first  time  at  that  dinner,  on  February  8th,  1975. 

The  New  Jersey  Numismatic  Journal  was  published  by  the 
GSNA  with  some  regularity  until  1992.  During  seventeen  years  of 
publication,  the  NJNJ  was  a  distinguished  regional  publication. 
Several  events  combined  to  eliminate  the  NJNJ  from  production. 
With  the  down-turn  of  the  coin  market,  and  an  increase  in 
commercial  shows,  it  became  difficult  for  both  dealers  and 
collectors  to  support  a  major  regional  club  show  in  the  North  East. 
As  the  market  was  declining,  the  expenses  of  producing  a  show 
were  increasing  dramatically.  Caught  in  the  middle,  the  New 
Jersey  Numismatic  Journal  suffered  from  lack  of  money  and  lack 
of  interest.  GSNA  membership  declined,  and  fewer  GSNA 
members  seemed  interested  in  writing  articles  for  publication. 
Suffering  from  severe  financial  losses,  GSNA  could  not  mount  a 
show  in  1993.  With  no  show  to  replenish  our  financial  base,  and 
no  articles  and  a  lack  of  interest  from  membership,  the  NJNJ 
simply  went  to  sleep. 

With  no  show'  and  no  publication  and  diminishing  assets 
and  interest,  many  members  questioned  whether  there  was  any 
GSNA  left  to  be  a  member  of.  Fortunately  there  were  six  GSNA 
members  who  ran  for  the  open  offices,  and  dedicated  themselves  to 
rebuilding  the  GSNA  into  the  strong  association  of  Clubs  and 
members  that  the  founders  of  the  GSNA  envisioned.  One  of  the 
first  steps  taken  was  to  initiate  communication  with  members  in 
the  form  of  a  Newsletter.  The  first  GSNA  Newsletter  was  printed 
in  the  Fall  of  1993,  to  bring  faithful  GSNA  members  up  to  date  on 
the  state  of  the  Association.  This  first  GSNA  Newsletter , 
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numbered  Volume  1  Number  1  is  a  collectors 
item.  In  1994,  the  format  of  the  Newsletter  was 
changed  to  the  present  magazine  style,  and  issues 
were  numbered  Volume  2,  No.  1-5. 

As  1994  drew  to  a  close,  the  Board  of  our 
Association  realized  that  they  had  accomplished 
several  important  goals.  In  addition  to  running  a 
well-attended  Convention,  they  had  also  returned 
the  GSNA  to  its  goals  of  serving  the  individual 
members  and  member  clubs  in  New  Jersey  and 
surrounding  states.  The  Newsletter  had  become  more  than  an 
information  sheet.  We  were  publishing  articles  written  by  GSNA 
members  about  the  study  of  numismatics.  We  were,  indeed  producing  a 
numismatic  journal  once  again,  and  our  Newsletter  had  become  what  the 
originators  of  our  Association  had  envisioned.  There  was  no  reason 
NOT  to  call  our  publication  the  New  Jersey  Numismatic  Journal  once 
again.  We  return  to  publishing  the  NJNJ  with  Volume  20,  because  this 
is  the  20th  year  of  the  GSNA  and  the  20th  year  of  NJNJ  publication. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  our  GSNA  is  out  of  the  woods.  Even 
though  last  summer's  Convention  was  successful,  the  GSNA  lost  money 
producing  it.  Without  a  convention  bringing  IN  income  rather  than 
consuming  assets,  the  educational  goals  of  the  GSNA  are  costly.  But  the 
GSNA  exists  to  be  a  resource  to  members,  not  just  a  provider  of  a  coin 
show.  The  Show  is  a  means  rather  than  an  end.  Without  it,  the  GSNA 
cannot  afford  to  provide  free  educational  programs  to  individual 
members  and  member  clubs,  to  support  a  speakers  bureau,  or  to  publish 
a  journal. 

JTie  GSNA  Convention  this  summer  will  return  to  the  South 
Jersey/Philadelphia  area,  in  a  location  that  is  easily  accessible  to 
members  in  northern  NJ  and  New  York.  With  the  GSNA  on  a  firm 
financial  footing,  we  will  again  be  able  to  promote  our  numismatic 
hobby  in  helpful  and  positive  ways  to  a  new  generation  of  members  and 
numismatists.

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Canadian  Large  Cents  by  Harry  Garrison 


The  most  popular  and  widely  collected  Canadian  coinage  is  the  Large  Cent 
issued  from  1858  to  1920.  Issued  for  use  in  the  Province  of  Canada  (Upper  and 
Lower  Canada  or  today  what  are  known  as  the  Ontario  and  Quebec  provinces) 
these  cents  were  the  first  coinage  issued  to  reflect  the  recently  adopted  decimal 
system  of  coinage.  Ironically,  the  Canadian  large  cents  began  life  at  the  same 
time  the  United  States  was  reducing  the  size  and  copper  content  of  American 
cent. 


The  obverse  design  was  that  of  a 
laureate  head  of  Queen  Victoria  separated 
from  the  legend  by  a  beaded  circle.  The 
reverse  design  was  similar  in  content  to 
the  obverse.  The  denomination  and  date 
centered  and  surrounded  by  a  beaded 
circle.  A  serpentine  vine  of  1 6  maple  leaves  rotated  the  coin  between  the  rim  and 
beaded  circle. 

The  initial  order  for  1 0,000,000  Canadian  large  cents  was  submitted  to  the 
Royal  Mint  in  1858.  Delays  in  design  approval  resulted  in  only  421,000  being 
issued  in  1858.  The  low  mintage  of  the  1858  cents  immediately  assured  its  place 
as  the  key  to  the  entire  large  cent  series;  save  for  the  small  date  varieties  of  the 
1891  issue  and  the  1859/8  issue,  for  which  no  mintage  figures  exist,  and  the 
1907-H.  More  on  the  1891  and  1907-H  issues  later. 

The  second  key  date  in  the  series  was  also  the  product  of  the  initial 
mintage.  Dies  prepared  with  the  1858  date  were  re-tooled  to  place  a  9  over  the  8. 
Easily  identifiable  because  of  remaining  metal  between  the  tip  of  the  9  and  the 
circle  portion,  the  1859/8  is  also  a  key  date.  Again  no  mintage  figures  are 
available,  but  consensus  suggests  approximately  500,000  were  produced. 

The  extraordinarily  large  mintage  of  1 859  served  a  purpose  in  addition  to 
the  normal  need  for  currency  to  conduct  business.  It  assured  that  the  recently- 
approved  decimal  coinage  would  be  adopted  and  accepted  by  its  citizens.  After 
some  initial  reluctance,  the  coin  succeeded. 

Fifteen  years  were  to  pass  before  additional  Large  Cents  coinage  was 
requested  from  the  Royal  Mint.  Because  of  workload,  the  Royal  Mint 
subcontracted  the  work  to  a  private  mint  -  the  Heaton  Mint  -  in  Birmingham,  with 
the  result  that  an  H  mint  mark  was  placed  under  the  date.  Before  establishing  a 
Canadian  Mint  in  Ottawa  in  1908,  the  Royal  Mint  was  to  subcontract  large  cent 
and  other  decimal  coinage  production  to  the  Heaton  Mint  often. 

In  the  25  year  period  of  1876  to  1901  and  the  death  of  Queen  Victoria, 
large  cents  wrere  issued  in  20  of  those  years.  Mintages  ranged  from  a  low  of 
1 ,000,000  to  a  high  of  4,000,000.  Only  one  year  during  that  period  is  worthy  of 
note.

Revision  were  made  to  the  reverse  design  in  1891  creating  two  scarce 
varieties.  The  first  modification  was  to  reduce  the  size  of  the  date  creating  a 
small  date  variety.  With  a  similar  8  and  9,  the  key  to  identifying  this  variety  other 
than  recognizing  a  slightly  smaller  8  and  9,  is  the  increased  space  between  the  8 
and  9.  This  variety  small  date,  large  leaves  -  is  the  most  difficult  to  locate.  A 
second  modification  reduced  the  size  of  the  maple  leaves  encircling  the  reverse. 
This  variety  -  small  date,  small  leaves  -  is  only  slightly  less  difficult  to  find  than 
the  first  revision.  Recognizing  either  of  these  two  varieties  in  a  dealer's  inventory 
of  unattributed  1891  large  cents  will  benefit  the  finder  financially. 

Edward  VII  appeared  on  the  large  cent  starting  in  1902  until  his  death  in 
1910.  With  the  exception  of  a  1910  mintage  of  5,100,000  mintage's  continued  in 
area  of  2  to  4  million. 

One  date  of  note  was  produced  during  Edward  VII's  reign.  The  Royal 
Mint,  unable  to  fully  satisfy  the  request  for  3,200,000  coins  in  1907, 
subcontracted  the  Heaton  Mint  for  what  was  to  be  this  final  time.  Of  the  total 
mintage,  only  800,000  were  produced  at  Heaton  and  carry  the  "H"  mint  mark. 
This  action  produced  the  final  key  coin  in  these  series. 

The  Canadian  large  cent  is  easily  collectable  in  all  grades  up  to  extra  fine. 
Assembling  a  nice  XF  collection  can  be  accomplished  in  today's  market  for 
approximately  $500.  A  collection  of  uncirculated  large  cents  is  not  out  of  the 
question,  as  the  three  key  dates  -  1858,  1859/8,  and  1907-H  -  plus  two  1891 
varieties  can  be  obtained  in  the  $250  to  $450  range. 

In  1911,  George  V  appeared  on  the  obverse.  While  George  was  to  reign 
until  1936,  the  final  year  cent  was  1920.  In  1920,  the  large  cent  was  replaced  by 
a  cent  similar  in  size  and  content  to  the  American  cent.  Mintage  for  that  period 
was  sufficient  (5-13  million)  that  all  are  easily  available.  While  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint  experienced  a  fire  in  1915  that  seriously  affected  most  1915 
coinage  production,  almost  5  million  large  cents  were  produced  before 
production  was  halted. 

While  collector  interest  is  key  to  coin  values,  it  is  sometimes  fun  and 
enlightening  to  make  some  comparisons.  Compared  to  US  cents  mintages, 
Canadian  cents  are  extremely  inexpensive.  For  example,  compare  the  cost  of  a 
VF  1877  Indian  Cent  with  mintage  of  852,000  to  either  the  1858  (mintage 
41 1,000)  or  1907-H  (mintage  of  800,000).  A  VF  1877  would  cost  the  collector 
roughly  $500.  The  1858  and  1859  9/8  variety  can  be  found  for  approximately 
$65,  while  the  1907-H  should  cost  not  more  than  $25.
